1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Forty-third Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report 31 meetings have been summoned, at all but 3 of ■which 
a quorum attended. We have made 432 orders in various matters affecting charities and 
charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the 
charities under our control. 


3. Of the amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year, £21 15s. 10c?. only, is charge- 
able upon the Yote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided for out of the various 
charity funds. 


4. The Exchequer continues to receive from us £41 185. id., being the annual dividend 
on an old endowment from private sources placed in the hands of the late Board in 
1815, “ to assist them in recovering embezzled charities.” This is not required for that 
purpose so long as costs and expenses incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out 
of the Parliamentary vote. For the last ten years the sums so remitted by us to the 
Exchequer have exceeded those paid to us to defray irrecoverable costs ; the former 
being £419 3s. 4d., the latter £113 10s. lid.

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FORTY-THIRD REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


7 During the past year sums have been deposited with us for various charitable institu- 
tions and purposes, amongst others, £24,060 Government Stock for Swords Old Borough 
School and Swords New Borough School, also legacies for fifteen charities in Waterford 
—for the Tramore Life Boat Society— for the Deaf and Dumb Institution, Claremont— 
for sundry charities in Gork — for a Medal for Jurisprudence and Political Economy in 
Queen’s College, Belfast— for Portrane School— for the Poor of Kiltoghart— for the Poor 
of Londonderry, &c., &c. 

8. Notwithstanding the continued agricultural depression, and the irregularity in the 
payment of rents, the incomes of Charities which are derived from real property continue, 
with few exceptions, to be paid to us within a reasonable time after they fall due. 

9. Conversion of Stock — Being the holders of Hew Three per Cent. Stock and Consols, 
we had to consider what action we should take relative to their conversion under the 
National Debt Conversion Act. As the time given to trustees to dissent from the 
conversion of New Three per Cent. Stock was too short to enable us to ascertain the 
views of the local Administrators of Charities whose funds were invested in our names 
in this Stock, we decided to take no action in the matter, and accordingly the New 
Three per Cents, standing to our credit became converted into 2f ; per Cent. Consolidated 
Stock. As regards Consols standing to our credit the case was different. If we had 
remained inactive we should have been paid off at par. Sufficient time having been 
given to enable us to communicate with the local Administrators of charity funds, we 
issued a circular to them notifying that it was our intention to assent to the conversion 
of Consols vested in us, stating that we were prepared to receive objections to the proposed 
conversion, and intimating that in cases where no objections were received we should 
construe silence as equivalent to assent to conversion, in reply to this circular no dissents 
were received from parties who were entitled to dissent under the Act, and accordingly on 
the 9th May we formally assented to the conversion of the full sum of £ 1 37,352 8s. 7d. 
Consols standing to our credit. 

10. Under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act (1885) a number of schemes 
have become law, and a considerable increase of business has in consequence been cast 
upon us. 

11. Since the date of our last Report several cases have been brought under our notice 
by our Secretaries in which executors, though duly noticed of their obligation to 
publish charitable bequests in the public papers, have neglected to do so. In most of 
these we directed our solicitor to institute proceedings for the recovery of the statutable 
penalties, but with one exception the parties apologised for their omission and inserted 
the necessary advertisements. 


12. During the past year we have been on some occasions called upon to exercise our 
powers of giving our opinion and advice to the trustees of Charities, thereby affording 
them immunity for any action taken in accordance with such opinion, provided that they 
have not been guilty of any fraud or wilful concealment or misrepresentation in obtain- 
ing such opinion or advice. 

13. We have also been called upon to exercise our powers of sanctioning beneficial leases 
of Charity property not authorized by the trusts. We have exercised our powers of 
sanctioning the compromise of claims, thereby saving the Charity funds from heavy 
costs. And in cases where it has become unlawful or impracticable to apply charitable 
donations and bequests according to the intentions of the founders, we have framed 
schemes for their application where we had the power to do so, and in some other cases 
we have applied by petition to the Court of Chancery to frame schemes for their 
application. 

14. Our charity accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1886, were duly audited and 
declared correct by the auditor appointed for that purpose by the Local Government 
Board. The accounts for the year ended December 31st, 1887, have been prepare 1 and 
submitted for audit. 
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Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction ol the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “ Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ; ” and our Appro- 
nation Account for the year ending 31st March, 1887, has been certified to be correct 
y the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 11th day of July, 1888.
